Sends Messags to Ohio's N 

Expresses Satisfaction Wl'h

Beverly. Mass.— President Tart sent 
the following dispatch to Warren 0.

V\e do not promote pros- knows wnat day an inspector may pop in and ask to see his lot 
And if too many subscribers are behind on their paper it moans 
trouble with the government. It puts an editor in such shape that 
he is compelled to force his collections unless he has an unusual 
prom pi paying list of subscribers." 

The Bee, a newspaper published at Jefferson, has been jerked up. 
This is what the editor says about it: 

"The Bee this morning received its first official summons from 
the postoffice department to conform with the ruling which requires 
subscribers to keep their subscriptions paid up. We can I» longer 
send tne paper to delinquents, no matter how willing we may be to 
accommodate them. We sometimes question the right of Uncle 
Sam to interfere in the conduct of a legitimate business, and say 
we shall not extend credit if we wish to. but whether right or 
wrong we must conform to the regulation. It will distress us great- 
ly to cut off a lot of good and long time patrons who we know in- 
tend to pay. but are careless about the matter, and if such really 
want the Bee we know they will come to our assistance and relieve 
us of this embarassment. " 

It is very dangerous business for a newspaper man to send pa- 
pers to subscribers who are more than twelve months in arrears. 
To be deprived of the second-class mailing privilege, which is tho

for trouble. It is better to pay 
the government to "maintain a 
fire department than it is to con- 
tent yourself with yourown hose- 
cart or fire extinguisher. It is 
wise to maintain a system of 
courts where your disputes can 
be finally settled, though in many 
cases the courts rather serve to 
postpone settlement of these con- 
troversies, and in that case they 
fail to justify their existence and 
become an unnecessary burden 
on the body politic. 

All wise men, all statesmen, ol 
high or low degree, all mayors ol 
cities, all premiers of govern 
ments, all presidents of countries 
who are fit to serve the people, 
know that the part of wisdom is 
to take as little in the form of 
tax from the people as the abso- 
lute necessities of an economic 
government demand. 

We have had no such rule of 
action in the past twelve months 
anywhere. The rule is to take 
all from the people that the peo- 
ple will stand without overthrow 
ing the party in power. 

Now to reconcile the people to 
unwise exactions they are told 
that they are prosperous and that 
the revenues the government is 
collecting show this prosperity.
